Beans 


One pound of seed plants about 200 feet of row. Bean 
plants are very sensitive to frost. In most years they should be 
planted between May 15 and July 15. Plant in rows 18 to 24 
inches apart for hand cultivating and thin to 8 to 10 inches in 
the row. Prepare a good seed bed and fertilize well. An aver- 
age yield from 100 feet of row is 75 to 100 pounds of string 
beans. To control damping off in wet soils, treat bean seeds 
with Spergon.
